We have about thres hundred fighting men to
welcome them,

The Cheyennes sent word Lhat they were
coming in on a oharge and with u yell, and de,
vired all the other Indinos to get away from onr
camp. Bome of the Commissioners are nervous.
They (the Cheyennes) are expected to-morrow.

A treaty was concluded wilth the Apaches,
numbering elghty-five lodges, yesterday. They
are confederated with the Kio was and Coman-
ches, and receive an anonuity of five thousand
dollars.

The Irom-Ulad Fleet at Clvita Vecchia
—~HReports From Garibaldi’'s Uamp-—
Conaitions Between the Premier of
italy and the King-—-Reported Pamsage
of Lthe Frontier by ltallan Froops,

Panis, Oct, 28—Night.—The French fleet from
Toulon, including the iron-clads, for the Roman
witers arrived at Cavita Vecchia this morning,
and its commander is engaged in debarking Lthe
men.,

La Presse of this afternoon saye that General
Gartbaldi's army is being reinforced by thou-
sands of men who bave deserted from the royal
army of Italy. Garlbaldl carried Monte Ro-
tondo after a severe fight, and marched direct
for Bome, and it is believed here that he is now
at the very gates of the city.

La Patrie suys that the Premler and members
of the new Itallan Cabluet accepted office under
two positive official conditions with Vietor
Emannel, The conditlons are—First, that the
King shall publicly disavow all conuivance
with or support of the Garibaldisn bands who
bave crossed, and are crossing the frontierluto
the Papal domain; and secondly, that by a mill.
